For the first time in the history of the country 
an extraordinary session of congress has lasted 
through an entire summer and autumn and lap-

It may likewise be some time before the new 
eurrency plan can show its adaptibility to the 
publie needs, but in its present progress through 
the senate ti.c utmost care and thought is being 
given it and it at least _promises well,

““Appendicitis—Its Cause and 
the Remedy.

HE limited knowledge that the 
common people have of disor. 
ders caused by wrong eating 

/ make them accept very read- 
ily almost anything that is told to them 
in regard to diseases of the stomach 
and digestive organs. 

If people would regard the body as 
an ordinary machine and apply some 
of the common sense principles of the 
mechanic to their troubles they would 
save themselves much suffering and 
much ney. 

Appendicitis is essentially a disease 
of the digestive-organs. “# the cntses 
of appendicitis were better known the 
remedy in many cases would suggest 
itself, and»if the diet “were se!ected. 
combined and proportioned according 
to the actual needs of the individual 
and the law of motion or exercise 
fairly well observed appendicitis would 
be unheard of. 

My practice as a dietician or food 
scientist for many years has brought 
me in direct contact with hundreds of 


every case the causes were obvious, 
and in nearly every case where the pa- 
tient observed the ordinary rules in re. 
gard to his eating and drinking the 
symptoms of appendicitis gradually 
disappeared. 

Inasmueh as surgical operations for 
appendicitis are fraught with so much 
danger to human life. I feel it my duty 
to give to the public the results of my 
clinical experience in dealing with and 
treating this disease. 


‘ The Causes. ‘ 
There are three large colons in the 


transverse and descending. The de- 
ascending colon is located on the left 
side. The ascending colon counects 
with the small intestines and i8 locat- 
ed on the right side, while the trans. 
verse colon goes across at a point op- 
posite the navel, ‘connecting the two 
and forming an inverted U. 


colon is attached the vermiform appen- 
dix. Authorities are much divided on 
the office of this organ. Many claim 
that it is a relic of anthropoidal man, 
while others contend that it is a usefu; 
and important part of the anatomy. 
In the opinion of the writer it secretes 
a valuable digestive fluid and there- 


fore performs a most useful! function ! 


of both digestion and alimentation. 
In the ascending colon is the only 
_ place in the thirty-six feet of intestinal 
tubing where the fecal matter must 
rise against the law of gravity, there- 
fore if there is any congestion threugh- 
out the intestinal tract it is most Jikely 
to occur in this colon. While the bow- 
els may be seemingly normal, yet 
owing to the tremendous amount of 
waste matter necessary to be conveyed 
from the body and the consequent 
burden laid upon the peristaltic mus- 
cles of the intestines. especially at this 
point, some of the fecal matter often 
lodges under the small-folds and in the 
flexion surfaces of this colon, decom- 
posing and causing an acute form of 
inflammation. The vermiform appendix 
being attached to this inflamed colon 
becomes also inflamed. In other words, 
this inoffensive and useful! little organ 
suffers the penalty of béing in bad 
company. therefore appendicitis, so

FEUPLES WATER COMPANY 


In an order directing the Peoples 
Water company of Oakland to make 
certain extensions of its system in 
bio the state railroad commis- 
sion yesterday threw down the 
gauntles to the. public corporations 
of the state. Whether or mot com- 
panies have franchises, the com- 
mission takes the position that #t is 
the duty of public utility corpora- 
tions to give service, and if: they 
have not obtained franchises. on the 
streets where extensions are desired, 
they should make the necessary ap- 
plication for them. 7 

The order is drastic and far-reach- 
ing. The question of extensions to 


public utility systems is one that] 


has embroiled the people and public 
service corporations in eVery city of! 
the country. Street cars, 
light, gas, telephone and other utili- 
ties are being clamored for in every 
city by people in the outlying dis- 
The corporations generally 
' take the stand that the extensions 
will not pay and uniformly refuse to 
make the connections. 
Law Was Boomerang 

A constitutional amendment, pass- 
ed by the people of this state in 
1912, took away from corporations 
rights to tear up streets for the pur- 
bose of extending their systems. 
While the law was framed for the! 
purpose of restricting the right of! 
corporations to make ‘extensions | 
where and whenever they. pleased 
without consulting municipal auth-| 
orities, the effect of the law was a 
boon to corporations. ? 

~ They have used the law to resist 
the call of extensions until such time 
as the population would pay a hand-— 
some return upon any outlay en-' 
tailed upon the company, or to ex- 
act large sums of money from people 
to make the required extensions at 
their Own expense. When an attempt 
was recently made to force a com- 
pany tO make an extension in Los 


-Angeles, the corporation declared 


that it had no franchise upon the 
particular street in question.
